SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1990  was  a  very  stressful  year.  The  economic  downturn  which  has  occurred 
statewide  has  been  especially  severe  in  this  area  where  the  only  source  of 
revenue,  other  than  real  estate  taxes,  has  been  housing  development,  timber 
industries,  and  a  moderate  tourist  trade. 

Of  no  little  impact  was  the  drop  in  the  market  value  of  real  estate,  over 
the  past  two  years!  Unfortunately  this  follows  a  revaluation  of  Town  proper- 
ty, done  in  '88-'89,  when  the  market  was  at  its  peak.  The  need  to  raise  revenues 
to  pay  off  old  debts,  fund  the  appropriations  voted  on  last  year,  plus  the  ex- 
tremely high  cost  of  paying  our  share  of  the  school  district  expenses  — resulted 
in  a  46%  increase  in  the  tax  rate!  This  is  set  by  the  State  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration.  A  considerable  factor  in  this  situation  is  that  we  have  an  an- 
nual Town  payroll  in  excess  of  $121,698.72  and  currently  have  around 
$269,260.89  in  unpaid  taxes,  some  of  which  has  been  assumed  as  liens. 

It  seems  to  have  taken  a  long  time  to  catch  up  on  highway  equipment  ac- 
quisition and  repair,  the  need  resulting  from  obsolescence  and  financially- 
limited  maintenance  over  a  period  of  many  years.  We  now  have  a  loader  with 
a  back-hoe  attachment,  three  dump  trucks,  and  have  entered  into  a  provi- 
sional lease/purchase  agreement  for  a  new  grader  — pending  approval  by  the 
Town  voters  in  March.  One  of  the  trucks,  the  '86  GMC  — which  was  salvaged 
and  repaired  in  large  part  by  the  Town  crew  and  local  contractors,  is  back 
in  service  and  enough  under  budget  so  that  it  could  be  outfitted  with  a  second- 
hand rotary  sander  without  going  over  the  $7500.00  voted  by  the  Town. 
Because  of  the  unusual  height  of  this  vehicle  it  is  dangerous  to  drive  on  icy 
mountain  roads  with  the  body  elevated  at  an  angle  sufficient  to  allow  sand 
to  fall  out  of  the  tailgate.  Therefore  the  Board  felt  that,  in  the  interest  of  safe- 
ty for  both  the  driver  and  the  vehicle,  as  well  as  the  increase  in  efficiency  and 
economy  of  sand  distribution,  it  was  an  urgently  needed  addition. 

Our  solid  waste  is  collected  in  a  container-trailer  in  the  dump  and  hauled 
to  the  Bethlehem  landfill  once  a  week.  It  costs  $52.50  per  ton  to  tip  this  load, 
the  weight  of  which  is  determined  by  weighing  the  trailer  before  and  after 
dumping.  Up  to  now,  a  portion  of  this  weight  has  been  water  — as  the  con- 
tainer was  uncovered  — and  made  heavier  by  rain  and  snow.  Following  ex- 
amples set  by  other  communities  it  was  decided  that  we  would  benefit  by  con- 
structing a  roof  over  the  container.  This  was  accomplished  this  past  fall  by 
our  Town  crew,  and  volunteer  time  and  labor  by  a  member  of  the  Board, 
who  was  also  instrumental  in  obtaining  some  of  the  needed  construction  sup- 
plies at  greatly  reduced  cost.  The  contents  of  the  container  are  now  kept  dry 
and  of  course  the  weight  of  it  varies  from  week  to  week  — but  it  is  felt  that 
over  a  period  of  time  the  savings  in  tipping  fees  will  far  offset  the  costs  of 
materials  purchased  to  construct  the  roof.  The  procedure  for  the  EPA- 
mandated  closing  of  our  dump  continues  and  is  being  handled  by  the  engineer- 
ing firm  of  Provan  and  Lorber,  which  is  soon  to  dig  test  wells  in  several  spots 
on  the  property  to  determine  whether  any  toxic  materials  are  leaching  into 
the  water  table. 


The  municipal  sewage  system  in  the  Bridge  Hill  area  while  essentially  com- 
plete is  not  functioning  to  our  satisfaction,  in  that  ground  water  infiltration 
is  still  adding  sometimes  several  thousands  of  gallons  to  the  daily  flow  rate, 
from  an  as  yet  undetermined  source  during  rainy  weather.  This  is  unaccept- 
able from  two  standpoints,  i.e.;  the  Gilman  Treatment  Plant  will  not  accept 
surface  water  for  processing,  and,  it  uses  capacity  out  of  our  maximum  daily 
allowance  of  10,000  gallons  — which  we  may  need  for  future  expansion.  We 
are  waiting  on  the  approval  of  additional  funding  of  further  studies  to  deter- 
mine the  source  of  the  problem  by  the  Waste  Water  Management  section  of 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Services  in  Concord.  At  the  time  of  this 
publication  a  different  flow-meter  has  not  been  installed  in  the  wet  well,  nor 
are  the  additional  manhole  inserts  in  place.  The  house  service  suspected  of 
allowing  infiltration  has  not  been  capped  off,  so  it  is  too  early  to  tell  if  this 
is  the  only  source  of  groundwater  into  an  allegedly  "tight"  system. 

Finally  — to  address  some  of  the  complaints  and  reports  contained  in  the 
petitioned  articles,  the  Board  takes  the  following  positions: 

A.  There  was  a  day  when  we  could  bring  any  type  of  waste  to  our  dump  — 
and  forget  about  it.  Now  it  costs  $32,875.27  a  year  to  have  it  monitored 
and  hauled  away,  not  to  mention  thousands  of  dollars  yet-to-be-paid 
for  closing  out  the  facility.  The  measures  proposed  by  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  to  force  the  Selectmen  to  commence  recycling  activities 
which  will  cost  the  paying  taxpayers  more  money  are  ill-timed,  however 
worthy  their  intention.  Whatever  can  be  done  by  volunteers  is  commend- 
able. That  which  costs  more  money  should  wait  until  we  have  the  funds 
to  implement  a  program  that  will  inevitably  cost  additional  tax  dollars. 
Who  knows  — perhaps  as  more  commercial  enterprise  enters  this  field 
we  may  be  paid  for  our  recyclable  waste,  thus  averting  government- 
mandated  recycling. 

B.  We  have  every  intention  of  utilizing  the  capacity  of  the  Town's  com- 
puter as  we  are  able  to  afford  the  software  and  training  expense  to  bring 
the  Selectmen's  office  staff  up  to  "computer  literacy".  In  the  meantime 
the  most  important  function,  that  of  printing  out  the  semi-annual  tax 
bills,  is  already  being  utilized.  Not  too  long  ago  a  consultant  expressed 
the  view  that  Dalton's  business  had  not,  as  yet,  reached  the  volume  which 
would  benefit  by  "full  utilization"  of  the  computer.  At  best  this  would 
be  a  lengthy  and  expensive  conversion  — and  we  intend  to  do  so  at  a 
cost-effective  pace. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  extends  sincere,  and  ongoing  appreciation  to  all 
townspeople  whose  participation  in  private  and  civic  organizations  helps  to 
preserve,  protect  and  enhance  one  of  the  greatest  spots  on  earth  to  live.

DALTON  TOWN  WARRANT 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dalton  on  Tues- 
day the  12th  day  of  March  next  at  11  o'clock  A.M.  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects.  The  polls  will  be  open  at  11  o'clock  A.M.  and  will  close  at  7  o'clock 
P.M.  The  business  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Dalton  School  Gymnasium  and 
will  be  opened  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

1.  To  elect  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
long-term  (5-year)  lease/purchase  agreement  plan  with  Citicorp  North 
America,  Inc.,  for  a  Fiatallis  F.  G.  75  Motor  Grader.  The  remaining  cost 
is  $62,261.73  after  the  turn-in  allowance  on  the  old  grader,  and  the  lease 
payments  made  to  this  point.  These  are  $1,100.00  a  month  and  will  be 
paid  out  of  highway  funds. 

3.  If  article  above  does  not  pass,  then  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars 
($7,000.00)  to  repair  and  refit  the  old  grader. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  for  1991  as  prepared 
by  the  Selectmen  and  appropriate  the  amount  therein,  or  make  any  changes 
thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  issue  tem- 
porary loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  an  audit  of  the  town's  books  for  the  years  1986 
and  1987  as  required  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning,  through  which  we 
received  funding  in  excess  of  $100,000.00  each  of  those  years  for  the  hous- 
ing improvement  program. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  remove  Six- 
teen Thousand  dollars  ($16,000.00  from  the  Fire  Department  Vehicle 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replacement  of  fire  equipment, 
and  to  expend  the  same  amount  toward  the  purchase  of  a  cab  and  chassis. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  remove  the 
$505.00  realized  on  the  sale  of  the  pumper-truck  from  the  general  funds, 
and  deposit  it  in  the  Fire  Department  Vehicle  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  ac- 
cept and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town  meeting,  money  from 
the  State,  Federal  or  other  government  unit,  or  a  private  source  which 
becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year.  RSA  31:95-b 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  and 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  lien,  as  the  Select- 
men in  their  discretion  deem  equitable  and  just.  RSA  80:43  (Land  III).  To 
be  advertised. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sponsor  the  Dalton  Annual  Field  Days 
on  July  27  and  28,  and  further  to  see  if  the  voters  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  toward  the  expense  of  same. 
By  petition. 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  position  ot  Road  Agent  to  an 
appointed  position.  RSA  231:62.  If  article  is  passed  it  is  to  take  effect  im- 
mediately following  the  1992  Town  Meeting. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  position  of  Deputy  Treasurer, 
and  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  appoint  same,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  RSA  41:29-a 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  decide  by  majority  vote  that  Planning  Board 
members  shall  be  elected  (instead  of  appointed).  RSA  673:2  II  b.  If  this 
procedure  is  adopted,  the  Selectmen  shall  choose  one  Selectman  as  an  ex 
officio  member  and  the  remaining  Planning  Board  positions  shall  be  filled 
at  the  next  regular  Town  election  pursuant  to  RSA  669:17.  Thereafter,  a 
Planning  Board  member  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  provided  under  RSA

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  "Grange  Hall"  sign  removed  from 
the  outside  of  the  Town  Hall.  By  petition.  Written  ballot  requested. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  construct  one  sign  which  would  say  "Dalton 
Town  Hall  Home  of",  listing  all  the  organizations  using  the  building  in 
alphabetical  order.  And  to  have  this  sign  installed  in  the  flag  pole  area. 
By  petition. 

18.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  vote  to  direct  the  Office 
of  the  Selectmen  to  immediately  start  using  the  Town's  computer  for  all 
the  usages  it  was  purchased  to  perform.  Including  but  not  limited  to  the 
land  records,  and  all  other  normal  and  reasonable  usages.  Further;  the 
selectmen  be  directed  to  follow  normal  and  reasonable  practices  in  using 
the  permanent  office  staff  as  the  actual  operators  of  the  computer  system 
and  not  require  the  individual  selectmen  to  be  the  computer  operators. 
By  petition. 

19.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  mobile 
storage  container  for  storing  and/or  transporting  recyclable  materials. 

This  article  is  to  enforce  the  will  of  the  people  who  did  vote  for  this 
appropriation  in  1990  as  a  budget  item  but  were  denied  this  purchase  by 
the  refusal  of  the  selectmen  to  follow  the  wishes  of  the  voters  as  expressed 
at  town  meeting.  By  petition. 

20.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  vote  to  direct  the  Select- 
men, in  co-operation  with  the  Conservation  Commission,  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Ordinance  addressing  such  issues 
as  fees,  acceptable  materials,  recycling,  material  handling,  and  all  such 
related  items;  to  hold  public  hearings,  and  present  the  proposed  ordinance 
to  the  voters  no  later  than  the  annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  in  March 
of  1992.  By  petition. 


21.  To  see  if  the  voters  wish  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  Dahon  Conserva- 
tion Commission  Recycling  Sub-Committee  and  the  voluntary  recycling 
program  of  the  Town  of  Dalton.  And  to  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  the  Town  of  Dalton  to  fully  and  completely  co-operate  in  the  imple- 
menting of  this  voluntary  recycling  program.  And  further  to  direct  the 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Dalton  to  include  the  Recycling  Sub-Committee 
in  all  phases  of  the  operation  and  future  plans  for  the  handling  of  solid 
wastes  in  the  Town  of  Dalton.

AUDITOR'S  COMMENTS  OF  COMPLIANCE 
FOR  SINGLE  AUDITS 

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Dalton,  for  the  years  ended  December  31,  1988  and  December  31,  1989,  and 
have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  October  15,  1990.  We  conducted  our 
audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Government 
Auditing  Standards,  issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  provisions  of  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A-128, 
"Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments",  and  accordingly,  included  such  tests 
of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  connection  with  the  examination  referred  to  above,  a  representative 
number  of  transactions  from  each  major  and  non-major  federal  assitance  pro- 
gram were  selected  to  determine  if  federal  funds  are  being  expended  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  applicable  agreements  and  those  provisions  of  federal 
law  or  regulations  that  could  have  a  material  effect  on  the  financial  statements 
or  on  each  major  federal  assistance  program  tested.  The  results  of  our  tests 
indicate  that  for  the  items  tested,  the  Town  of  Dalton  complied  with  the 
material  terms  and  conditions  of  the  federal  assistance  agreements.  Further, 
for  the  items  not  tested,  based  on  our  examination  and  the  procedures  re- 
ferred to  above,  nothing  came  to  our  attention  to  indicate  that  the  Town  of 
Dalton  had  not  complied  with  the  significant  compliance  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  programs  referred  to  above. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Dalton,  the  cogni- 
zant audit  agency,  and  other  federal  audit  agencies.  This  restriction  is  not 
intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which,  upon  acceptance  by 
the  Town  of  Dalton,  is  a  matter  of  public  record. 
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BRIDGE  HILL  WASTEWATER  PROJECT 

Construction  work  to  install  a  sanitary  sewer  and  pump  station  designed 
to  collect  Dalton's  wastewater  on  Bridge  Hill  Road  and  transport  it  to  Gilman 
for  treatment  began  in  August,  1989.  While  the  two  contractors  associated 
with  the  work,  J.  A.  McDonald,  Inc.  of  Lyndon  Center,  Vermont  and  J.  Parker 
&  Daughters  Contruction,  Inc.  of  Pittsfield,  New  Hampshire  have  completed 
their  work  and  have  been  paid  $612,425  the  Town  of  Dalton  has  not  fully 
accepted  the  project. 

This  project,  required  to  comply  with  EPA  orders  to  cease  dumping  into 
the  Connecticut  River,  was  funded  from  several  sources.  The  Federal  EPA  grant 
covered  75%,  State  shares  paid  for  20%,  and  the  Town  was  responsible  for 
approximately  5% .  Some  additional  monies  were  obtained  from  a  CDBG  grant 
by  North  Country  Regional  Commission,  as  well  as  the  State  of  Vermont  pay- 
ing for  35%  of  the  costs  associated  with  improvements  on  their  side  of  the 
river.  The  accounting  firm  of  Martin  &  Thomas  PC  has  recently  completed 
an  audit  of  Dalton  bookkeeping  activities  connected  with  the  complex  finan- 
cial arrangements  associated  with  this  project.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  Vermont  approve  final  completion  of  the  project. 

Since  completion  in  April  1990,  the  Town  of  Dalton  has  not  accepted  the 
project  due  to  infiltration  and  maintenance  responsibilities.  The  infiltration 
was  causing  higher  than  normal  flows  to  be  metered  and  dumped  to  Gilman 
for  treatment.  The  maintenance  of  the  weir  and  flow  meter  apparatus  was 
requiring  more  attention  by  the  Dalton  operator  than  desired. 

Provan  &  Lorber,  Inc.  engineers  from  Littleton,  New  Hampshire,  were  re- 
quested to  study  the  infiltration  problem  and  make  recommendations.  Several 
manhole  covers  were  leaking  and  two  house  services  were  allowing  ground- 
water infiltration.  One  house  service  was  repaired,  one  abandoned,  and  liners 
were  placed  in  five  manholes  to  stop  leakage.  A  mag-meter  has  been  installed 
in  the  pump  station  to  replace  the  faulty  weir.  These  additional  actions  were 
reimbursed  under  the  original  funding  formulas. 


DALTON  LANDFILL 

The  Town  of  Dalton  has  retained  Provan  &  Lorber,  Inc.  of  Littleton,  New 
Hampshire  since  January  1989  to  conduct  a  hydrogeologic  investigation  at 
the  Dalton  Landfill  on  Whitefield  Road.  Phase  1  was  presented  in  October 
1990  to  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  Waste 
Management  Division  (WMD)  for  approval  of  locating  permanent  ground- 
water monitoring  wells  about  the  refuse  area.  It  is  expected  that  these  wells 
will  be  constructed  in  the  Spring  1991,  providing  the  necessary  analysis  of 
water  quality  to  conclude  the  investigation.  Costs  to  close  this  facility  and 
continue  with  the  transfer  station  will  depend  upon  the  environmental  quali- 
ty of  the  site  as  assessed  by  the  engineers.

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The  summer  reading  program  for  the  children:  READ  WITH  GARFIELD  was 
very  successful  with  eighteen  children  participating.  A  "learn  about  newspaper" 
program  was  presented  to  the  children  halfway  through  the  summer  by  Jeanne 
Tancrede,  Education/Youth  Services  Manager  of  the  Union  Leader.  Summer 
Newspaper  Activities  Program  (S.N. A. P.)  was  presented  for  free.  At  the  end 
of  the  summer  awards  were  presented  to  the  children  at  a  party.  We  thank 
all  the  volunteers  who  participated  in  this  year's  program. 

The  Dalton  School  children  come  to  the  library  on  a  regular  basis  for 
storytime.  This  helps  the  children  become  aware  of  their  public  library  and 
realize  that  there  is  more  at  the  library  for  them  when  they  visit  with  their 
parents.  Parents  who  read  to  their  children  will  have  children  who  will  want 
to  read. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  is  a  group  of  volunteers  who  actively  raise  money 
to  purchase  items  needed  by  the  library  not  available  through  town  appropri- 
ations. This  year  they  donated  $100  towards  juvenile  literature  and  a  cataloging 
program  was  purchased  for  the  computer.  Anyone  interested  in  joining  the 
Friend's  group  can  stop  by  the  library  for  details. 

A  Title  II,  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  (LSCA)  Grant  was  given 
to  our  library  for  the  purchase  of  automation  equipment.  An  IBM-compatible 
computer  was  installed  and  with  the  installation  of  a  new  telephone  line  we 
are  now  online  with  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  Database  and  Plymouth 
State  College.  We  can  search  statewide  on  the  system  from  our  library  and 
usually  have  the  requested  material  for  our  patrons  in  one  week.  Cataloging 
of  our  own  materials  is  being  completed  to  keep  in  accordance  with  state  stan- 
dards. The  cataloging  is  worked  on  during  volunteer  hours  open. 

Again,  we  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  patrons  for  their  donated  books, 
magazines,  gifts  and  time  to  the  library.  We  are  open:  Monday  2-5;  Wednes- 
day 2-5  and  6:30-8:30;  and  Saturday  10-noon. 

Your  library  is  much  more  than  a  collection  of  books  to  read  you  to  sleep 
at  night.  It  is  your  connection  with  the  v^^orld  you  are  part  of.  If  you  want 
information  on  anything  from  A  to  Z  the  librarian  can  probably  get  it  for 
you,  if  it  is  not  a  part  of  our  own  collection.  This  alone  is  a  commodity  that 
can  not  be  valued  in  dollars  and  cents.  We  have  a  library  in  our  community 
that  we  should  all  be  very  proud  of.  This  is  due  to  the  many  hours  of  volunteer 
work  and  gifts  given  by  many  people.  Our  sense  of  pride  in  what  we  have 
is  matched  only  by  our  gratitude  to  all  who  have  given  so  much  for  so  long. 
Take  pride  in  your  library,  continue  to  support  your  library  and  most  im- 
portant of  all,  use  your  library. 

In  1992  the  library  will  celebrate  its  100th  year  as  a  free  public  library.  Plans 
are  underway  now  to  celebrate  the  occasion,  if  you  wish  to  be  involved  in 
any  way  let  us  know.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  continued  weekly  Work  Sessions  during  the  first  months 
of  the  year  to  update  regulations  as  the  State  updates  their  regulations  on  a 
yearly  basis  and  to  work  on  the  adoption  of  landuse  regulations  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Master  Plan  accepted  September  12,  1989. 

Due  to  the  spiraling  economy  the  Board  saw  a  severe  drop  in  the  amount 
of  subdivisions  to  be  handled  during  1990: 

Boundary  line  adjustments:  Three  (3) 

Minor  Subdivisions:  Five  (5) 

Major  Subdivisions:  One  (1) 

Total  Acreage:  85.24  Acres 

Total  Lots:  41 

The  Board  remained  active  through  the  year  cooperating  with  State 
authorities  and  departments  on  various  subjects  and  projects:  Soils  Mapping 
of  Dalton  being  Federal  Funded  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  was 
completed  in  1990  although  it  was  not  scheduled  to  be  completed  until  1993 
or  1995. 

A  requested  Profile  Study  completed  for  Forest  Lake  on  pollutants  now  in 
the  lake  and  the  recommendations  for  further  growth  in  the  area  and  their 
effect  on  the  water  quality  of  the  Lake. 

Members  of  the  Board  also  attended  a  number  of  Seminars  to  keep  up-to- 
date  on  such  subjects  as  Soil  Conservation,  Natural  Resources  and  Municipal 
Law. 

Work  will  begin,  again,  to  update  State  Regulations  as  were  passed  by  State 
Legislation  for  1990-1991. 

The  Planning  Board  is  a  volunteer  Board  and  I  wish  to  thank  them,  again, 
for  the  excellent  job  that  they  have  done  during  the  past  year. 

At  present,  the  Planning  Board  is  looking  for  two  (2)  Alternate  Board 
Members  and  I  would  like  to  encourage  anyone  interested  in  the  workings 
of  the  Planning  Board  to  come  and  attend  our  monthly  meetings  which  are 
always  open  to  the  public.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1990 

1990  saw  many  activities  undertaken  by  the  Conservation  Commission.  We 
reviewed  all  wetlands  applications  and  submitted  a  report  on  each  one  to  the 
State  Wetlands  Board.  We  also  reviewed  each  intent  to  cut  application  and 
in  several  instances  were  able  to  assist  Dalton  residents  in  by-passing  the  need 
to  fill  out  wetlands  applications. 

We  had  a  few  after-the-fact  applications  to  process  and  we  believe  our  report 
was  instrumental  in  the  prompt  resolution  of  these  applications. 

Our  recycling  sub-committee  worked  very  hard  to  establish  sound,  reason- 
able recycling  programs  that  were  based  on  both  ecological  grounds  and  on 
financial  grounds.  The  sub-committee  was  very  concerned  about  the  need  for 
any  program  making  sense  in  all  aspects  before  trying  to  implement  it.  Un- 
fortunately, the  selectmen  saw  fit  to  disregard  the  vote  at  Town  Meeting  and 
refused  to  purchase  the  school  bus  we  had  found  to  provide  mobile  storage 
and  delivery  of  paper  and  cardboard.  Therefore  the  town's  waste  bill  included 
the  cost  of  hauling  and  disposing  of  newspaper  and  cardboard  instead  of  the 
break  even  situation  we  had  worked  so  hard  to  obtain. 

The  Heritage  Trail  sub-committee  also  worked  very  hard  this  year  to  find 
and  lay  out  a  workable  route  for  Dalton's  portion  of  this  State-wide  project. 
We  are  ready  to  spend  the  Winter  and  Spring  handling  the  paperwork 
associated  with  this  project.  As  soon  as  our  proposals  are  processed  by  the 
State  Committee  we  are  planning  on  holding  public  hearings  on  the  entire 
project. 

The  Commission's  efforts  have  been  directed  both  to  the  public  good  and 
we  have  worked  in  a  one-on-one  capacity  with  individual  citizens  of  Dalton. 
We  would  like  to  recommend  that  anyone  who  is  interested  in  a  private  log- 
ging operation,  working  in  an  area  that  might  be  considered  wetlands,  or  who 
would  like  to  examine  various  tax  benefits  of  a  conservation  easement  con- 
tact any  one  of  the  Commissioners  or  attend  any  of  our  meetings. 

The  Conservation  Commission  always  has  room  for  any  interested  citizen 
who  desires  to  address  either  a  particular  project  or  the  overall  goals  of  the 
Commission.  Our  meetings  are  covered  by  the  State's  Public  Access  laws  and 
as  such  are  always  open  to  any  member  of  the  public. 

We,  the  Commissioners,  look  forward  to  another  year  of  activity  and  public 
involvement.  We  thank  you,  the  voters,  for  your  support.

Annual  Report  for  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1990 

During  the  calendar  year  1990  the  Dalton  Fire  Department  received  and 
responded  to  26  calls.

The  Dalton  Fire  Department  wants  to  thank  the  Firemen's  Auxiliary  for 
the  donation  of  money  and  equipment  which  was  a  great  help,  not  only  to 
the  department  but  to  the  citizens  of  Dalton.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

and 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  the  calendar  year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced 
an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires 
were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  permit 
fires  that  escaped  control,  and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these  fires  are  prevent- 
able, but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  State  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. New  Hamshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "no  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause 
to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262-acre  fire  in 
Moultonboro  and  several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844  local 
Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System  (ICS),  an 
incident  management  system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.  In  1991,  Wardens 
will  be  trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  suppression.

There  were  a  few  changes  in  1990.  The  most  noticeable  of  course  was  the 
profusion  of  bright  colors  from  the  tents  that  were  supplied  by  the  Abbott 
Rental  Company.  Through  a  fortuitous  combination  of  events  and  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Abbott  the  Field  Days  were  supplied  with  the  shelter  and 
the  color. 

We  tried  to  add  some  variety  to  the  entertainment  last  year  and  intend  to 
continue  this  approach  this  year.  We  are  open  to  any  suggestions  as  to  the 
variety  and/or  specific  names  of  entertainers. 

We  started  last  year  with  a  balance  of  $1,000.00  as  explained  in  last  year's 
report,  and  we  ended  the  event  with  a  balance  of  $1,000.00.  The  cost  of  adver- 
tising, and  all  the  various  trophies  and  awards  as  well  as  the  entertainment 
was  recovered  by  our  participation  with  the  Fire  Department's  Auction,  the 
profit  from  the  dance,  the  donations  from  the  Auxiliary,  as  well  as  the  Town's 
donation  and  the  fund  raisers  we  conducted.  We  are  also  supposed  to  receive 
10%  from  all  the  other  participating  organizations. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  small  group  of  donors  who  generously  gave  us 
private  donations. 

One  of  the  major  additions  this  year  will  be  an  AMATEUR  HOBBY  SHOW.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  REPORT 

It  is  said  that  "Silence  is  Golden."  It  can  also  be  very  harmful.  For  the  past 
two  years  I  have  more  or  less  sat  back,  shut  up  and  tried  to  grin  and  bear 
it.  If  you  have  attended  the  annual  meetings  the  past  two  years,  you  probably 
noticed  my  absence. 

On  December  28, 1990  a  memo  from  the  selectmen  requested  a  budget  from 
all  department  heads  for  a  budget  for  the  upcoming  year.  The  following  was 
presented  as  requested  at  the  budget  hearing  held  on  January  28,  1991  — 

Salaries  $12,000 

Cruiser  Maint.  &  Operation  2,000 

Training  1,000 
Misc.  (Dry  Cleaning,  Telephone, 

Office  Equipment,  Office  Supplies)  2,000 

TOTAL  $17,000 

The  memo  also  stated  that  not  only  is  "holding  the  line"  going  to  be  essential 
but  in  many  instances  budgets  will  have  to  be  reduced  for  the  upcoming  year. 
The  total  proposed  budget  prepared  by  the  board  shows  a  5-6%  increase, 
depending  on  which  figures  are  used.  The  Police  Department  is  expected  to 
take  a  drastic  reduction  of  45% . 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  economic  difficulties  for  the  town  as  well  as  for  the 
private  individuals.  Money  is  tight.  You  can't  just  go  out  back  and  pick  it 
off  the  trees.  I  understand  that,  even  though  I  have  been  searching  for  that 
tree  for  some  time  so  that  I  could  pay  my  own  bills.  I  have  recommended 
what  I  believe  is  needed  to  get  the  job  done,  depending  on  what  YOU  the  tax- 
payer want.  The  final  figures  will  be  based  on  what  you  the  voters  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  decide  is  necessary  and  appropriate. 

During  the  last  three  or  four  years,  more  specifically  this  past  year,  I  have 
noticed  and  experienced  widespread  scorn  or  at  least  skepticism  toward  law 
enforcement  by  small  groups  who  seek  to  further  their  own  purpose.  I  have 
also  concluded  that  the  "political  climate  within  the  town  is  not  conducive" 
and  urge  that  "interference  by  elected  officials  in  the  day-to-day  routine  of 
the  department  should  stop.  We  must  have  the  freedom  to  exercise  the  skill, 
knowledge  and  professionalism  to  implement  necessary  changes  without  inter- 
ference by  those  who  do  not  know  and  understand  law  enforcement  and  polic- 
ing. I  doubt  that  this  is  going  to  happen.  Some  of  this  I  take  as  a  personal 
attack  on  myself.  I  do  not  need  this  grief.  I  have  therefore  advised  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  that  I  wish  to  step  down  as  Chief  of  Police  effective  1  July  1991. 
They  will  have  a  written  resignation  (unsigned)  in  hand,  with  stipulations  at- 
tached, come  Town  Meeting  day /night. 
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Citizens  have  been  led  to  believe  for  a  long  time  that  they  have  24-hour 
coverage  — they  call,  we  come.  This  is  our  fault.  Over  the  years  we  were  will- 
ing to  donate  numerous  hours  without  compensation. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  and  variety  of  crimes,  and 
the  resulting  thoroughness  required  of  investigations  and  the  masses  of  paper- 
work required  for  which  I  plead  guilty  to  be  grossly  negligent  in  getting  done 
in  a  timely  manner.  The  whole  situation,  I  maintain,  is  totally  out  of  line  with 
police  work  in  general. 

In  today's  law  enforcement,  three  things  are  paramount:  "the  rate  of  pay 
per  hour,  the  total  hours  you're  going  to  have  to  work,  and  the  benefits.  We're 
treated  as  second  class  citizens,  by  some,  and  paid  the  same  way  too.  Some 
untrained,  undedicated  individuals  may  accept  this  just  to  wear  the  gun  and 
the  badge.  I  don't  want  somebody  on  some  kind  of  power  trip  around.  Do  you? 

We're  torn  between  day  and  night.  The  public  wants  to  see  you  out  there 
during  the  day  — but  also  at  night  when  places  get  burglarized.  One  simply 
can't  do  both.  We  both  have  regular  jobs  (apart  from  police  work)  and  would 
enjoy  an  extra  weekend  off  to  spend  with  our  families  or  to  do  other  things. 
We  all  know  about  the  divorce  rate  among  the  law  enforcement  community 
and  the  extreme  stress  connected  to  the  profession. 

On  another  matter  of  great  concern  to  me,  there  is  no  way  of  knowing  who 
will  and  who  will  not  create  an  alcohol/drug  related  incident.  For  this  reason, 
and  the  fact  that  there  is  a  local  ordinance  against  same,  I  advised  against 
allowing  liquor  to  be  consumed  during  the  field  day  activities  on  and  in  Town- 
owned  property.  This  decision  was  not  made  on  the  basis  of  the  previous  years 
activities  but  for  the  liability  involved  also.  These  incidents  are  created  by 
a  very  small  minority  of  the  people,  but  we  must  deal  with  these  situations. 

During  1990  we  dealt  with  nearly  500  calls.  Many  of  these  calls  were  con- 
cerning the  same  problem.  Other  incidents  included  24  accidents,  41  dog  com- 
plaints, assistance  to  other  law  enforcement  agencies  73  and  assisted  12  times 
for  medical  personnel.  During  the  year  property  reported  stolen  amounted 
to  over  $10,000.  Recovery  was  approximately  $9,000.  This  was  the  best  ever 
for  recovery  by  far.  There  are  at  this  time  several  ongoing  investigations  for 
various  cases.
